A PREVIOUS DEPUTATION 


Cr. V. L. Hearn.—Mr. Chair- 
man and Gentlemen, I feel that 
~ today you have not one deputa- 
tion heve in this room, but that 
you have two. I say so because I 
have here a photograph taken 
frem the paper which shows a 
deputation in akout 1926 to the 
then Minister for Railways, Mr. 
Tunnecliffe, and in which you will 
find the late Hon. John Lemmon. 
AU these gentlemen are deceased, 
and when in 1926—which is 36 
years ago-—they came up here te 
present a case for Altona for ex- 
tension of the railway to the west, 
I feel they must have had a very 
strong case to put forward and 
they must have been very far- 
sighted to have done that and to 
have seen the potentialities in 
Altona which called for an ex- 
tension of the railway. 

Thirty-six years is a long time, 
and here today we come forward, 
not with ideas or visions like 
these of that deputation of the 
past, but with true facts. We pre- 
sented to you a full planning 
scheme, we have given you all 
detail, and I consider Cr. Lee has 
very ably presented the case to 
you on behalf of ‘the Shire.. 


BUILDING OF ALTONA LINE 
AS PART OF AN EARLY LAND 
SELLING SCHEME 


Here is an extract taken from 
the Australian Historical Railway 
Society’s Bulletin No. 261 of July, 
1959--- 
“The recent announcement of 
plans to establish a £23,000,000 
petrol-chemical plant at Altona 
has focused attention on what 
was for many years a neglected 
aiza and which is still sparsely 
sectled in spite of its proximity to 
Melbourne. It is not generally 
realised that the Altona line was 
built by a private company—The 
Altona and Laverton Bay Free- 
hdid and Investment Co. Ltd— 
as part of a land selling scheme. 
The exact opening date of the 
line is not known but land auc- 
tion advertisements in the “Argus’ 
suggest that a special train ran 
from Speficer Street “on to the 
grcund” on November 9, 1888, and 
as prior to that date access was 
by train to Port Melbourne and 
steamer to Altona Pier, it seems 
likely that date may be accepted 
as the opening. 
The company built the line 
from Williamstown Racecourse to 
“Altona Beach,” between Lily St. 
and James St., with rails pur- 
chased from the Victorian Rait- 
ways. A sale plan in the posses- 
sion of the Victorian Railways’ 
Estates Branch shows an exten- 
sion of the line in a north- 
westerly direction to the Geelong 
— «line, with a station named “Edin- 
purgh” at approximately 114 miles 
res§ advertisements also show 
this extension). . 

A plan of a 1925 survey indi- 
cates that some work had beet 
ccempleted on this section and an 
inspection of the ground seemed 

confirm this, although the iden 
tification of earthworks in flat 
country after 70 years is open to 
question. However, an examina- 
tion of low-level air photographs 
of the Geelong line shows beyond 
all doubt that a double track 
forraation was actually construc- 
ted with a strong rossibility of 
the track having been laid up to 








the site of Edinburgh.” Inciden- 
tally, these photos are so te- 
vealing that a “two-up” schoo! 
behind a boxthorn hedge near 


Paisley is clearly visible, th2 
highest powered eyepiece of the 
stereoscope even. showing the 
pennies. 


The promoters of the line en- 
visaged Altona vieing with Brigh- 
ton as a fashionable seaside re- 
sort and some of the land sold at 
up to £8 per foot in the latter 
Fart of 1888. Anyone who has 
seen the unattractive flat, tres- 
less plains and the narrow sea- 
weed covered beach will pause in 
admiration of the persuasiveness 
of the auctioneers of the day. 

The bursting of the “Land 
Boom” stopped any further de- 
velepment and the line received 
very little use, all Altona Bay 
trains being cancelled after Aug- 
ust 14, 1890. At some time dur- 
ing this early period, the company 
is believed to have hired No. 12— 
the fornver No. 1 of the Victorian 
Railways. 


COAL MINING IN THE 
DISTRICT 


In 1890 or 1891, Mr. J. S. Hosie 
sank a shaft and commenced 
brown coal mining. After extrac- 
ting some ceal, the shaft was 
deepened but struck the under- 
lying Port Phillip subartesian 
basin, which flooded the work- 
ings. In 1894, he sank another 
prospecting shaft but no further 
work.was done until 1908, when 
the Melbourne and Altona Colli- 
ery Company enlarged Hosie’s 
second shaft and, between 1911 
and 1919, extracted 26,352 tons oz 
coal from a 69-ft. thick seam at 
a depth of 330-ft. This shaft 12- 
ft. in diameter and secured at 
the top with brickwork is still 
visible, although filled with water 
to within a few feet of the sur- 
face. 

During this period a spur line 
was built from Lily Street (near 
the then Aliona Beach Station) 
to the mire. The 1918 General 
Appendix instructs that trucks 
will be left and picked up at Me- 
Bain Street, the company being 
vesponsible for movements be- 
tween that point and the mine. 
The Altona Bay Estates Com- 
pany pul down three bores in 
1928 and sank a new shaft to 
the north-west of the original 
one. After the putting in drives 
on the coal, all work ceased in 
1932 and the shaft has been 
filled a shallow depression and 
some remains of the wider foun- 
dation being all that is visible of 
Melbourne’s last coal mine. It 
should be explained that although 
the deposit is close to the city 
and quite extensive, it is covered 
by over 300-ft. of hard wbasalt, 
which renders the proposition 
uneconomic in competition with 
open cut mining. 


FURTHER ATTEMPTS AT 
LAND DEVELOPMENT 


In 19C6 the Victorian Railways 
leased part of the line from the 
then owner (Mr. W. H. Crocker) 
for the storage of empty race 
trains. An instruction in the 1913 
General Appendix reads— 

“The line to Altona Bay 
branches off the Williamstown 
Racecourse line near the race- 
course. Uniess special instruc- 
tions are issued trains must not 
work over this line beyond the 
fingerpost which marks the Com- 
pany’s line which is leased to 
the Commissieners. When goods 
trains are authorised to work on 
the line, the speed must not ex-

ceed a 
hour.” 

This reference to goods trains 
was to cover the movement of 
the infrequent coal trains, as pas- 
senger services were not restored 
until 1917, although the line was 
re-cpened for a short time in 1916 
to convey Army personnel to the 
camp in the area. 

In 1917 another attempt was 
made to develop the land as 2 
residential area and on the 28th 
November of that year, the Vic-

torian Railways entered into an 
agreement with Altona Beach 
Estates Ltd. to work the line, the 
company to guarantee the De- 
partment against any losses. 
This agreement terminated on 








Octcber 1, 1924, at which date the 
company owed the Department 
£7,289/3/7 for losses sustained in 
the operation of the line. The 
control of the line may be re- 
garded as having been formaily 
vested in the Victorian Railways 
as from that date. 


TRANSFER OF THE LINE TO 
THE VICTORIAN RAILWAYS 


In an agreement dated March 
29, 1925, the company agreed to 
transfer and/or surrender the 
railway, buildings, ete., to. the 
Government as frem October 1, 
1924, the Victorian Railways to 
operate it as part of the Mel- 
bourne suburban system and te 
convert it into an electric traction 
as scon as possible. 

A condition of the agreement. 
was that the company should at 
once pay to the Department the 
sum of £3,644/11/92 being half of 
the debt outstanding, together 
with 6% interest to October 1. 
1924. The other half was to be 
yvaid in half yearly instalments 
three of £1,000 and one of 
£644/11/92, all subject to 6% in- 
terest. Tne company also trans- 
ferred to the Government the 
surface and land to a depth of 
50-ft. for a distance of three 
chains on either side of the line 
The company retained the right 
to drive tunnels under the line 
to facilitate its working, provided 
that no two tunnels were closer 
then 13 chains, did not exceed 
20-ft. in width by 10-ft. in height 
and adequately suppported in the 
middie. 3 

In addition, all worked out 
areas and abandoned tunnels were 
to be securely stowed with waste 
rock to prevent damage by sub- 
sidence and the Commissioners 


of entry to the company’s work- 
ings at any time, free of any 
charge for the use of the haulage 
gear. The Department also took 
over portion of the line from the 
junction at Williamstown Race- 
course to the east side of Romawi

“Not required by the Depart- 
ment.” The original Altona 
Beach Station was situated west 
of Lily Street, with Altona Station 
at Pier Street. This station was 
known as Altona Beach until 
1938, when it reverted to its 
original name of Altona. 

The Altona Beach Estates Com- 
pany had ambitious schemes for 
the development of the Altona- 
Laverton district and the 1925 
plan in the Estates Branch shows 
a rroposed line running from the 
old “Beach” station to Laverton 
township (south of the Geelong 
line), with a branch to the Cen- 
tral Flying School at Point Cook 
and the Melbournt and Metro: 
politan Board of Works’ Sewer- 
age Farm at Werribee. An /al- 
ternative route left the Altona 
line west of Romawi Street but 
‘his one was not recommended 
because it would have entailed 
too much land resumption. The 
same plan shows a proposed sta- 
tion at Maidstone Road on the 
Geelong line—the ultimate site 
of Galvin,

TIMELY POINTS ON MOUTH-TO-MOUIH RESUSCITATION 


At this time of the year there are many examples of lives 
being saved simply because someone near at hand. knows enough 
about the simple method of mouth-to-mouth resuscitation to act 
quickly and revive an unconscious person, Untrained laymen with 
the briefest explanation of certain simple technical details can ap- 


ply this method of rescue breath ing successfully, 


The following points are worth 
noting and remembering:— 

The most important thing is to 
act quickly—within a matter of 
seconds! When an unconscious 
person is not breathing, or when 
he appears to be breathing but 
his airway is blocked, his brain 
dies from lack of oxygen within 
a very few minutes—in fact in 
as little as three to five minutes 
brain cells atrophy or suffer ir- 
reversible damage. 

THEREFORE, WHEN A VIC- 
TIM IS FOUND—ACT WITHIN 
A MATTER OF SECONDS! | 
1, Place the victim on his back. 
2. If possible place some object. 

such as a folded coat, under 
the shoulders. If on the beach 
raise a mound of sand for that 
purpose. (Never put anything 
under the NECK.) 

3. Open air-passageway by ex- 
tending the head, chin high 
in air-—head bent back, hold 
jaw forward to prevent tongue 
falling back and blocking air- 
way. Front of neck must be 
stretched, 

4. Make sure the air-passageway 
is clear—if there is foreiga 
matter visible at the mouth, 
quickly clean the mouth and 
throat’ as follows:— 

Turn the victim on one side 
by raising one shoulder— 
keep head back and side- 
ways so fluid’ Will drain, 
force the mouth open, clear 
mouth and throat, with fin. 
gers or piece of cloth 
wrapped round the fingers. 
(Take only a few seconds 
over this procedure then 
turn head back to extended 
position,)

THUMB-JAW LIFT METHOD 
1. Insert the thumb of your left 

hand ‘between the victim’s 

teeth and grasp his lewa 
jaw at the midline. 

2. Lift the lower jaw forcefully 
upward so that the flower 
teeth are higher than the 
upper teeth, ~ 
Hold the jaw in this position 
as long as the victim is un- 
conscious, Close the victim’s 
nose by pinching the nostrils 
together with the fingers of 
the right hand, Press the 
wrist against the forehead to 
assist in maintaining the 
backward tilt of head. 

3. Take a deep breath and place 
your moth tightly over the 
victim’s mouth and your own 
thumb, making air-tight con- 
tact, 

4. Blow forcefully enough to 
make the victim’s chest rise— 
when his chest rises take your 
mouth away quickly and let 
-him exhale passively. 

Repeat inflations every three 

or four seconds, 

5. Continue with mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation until vic- 
tim breathes normally or a 

- doctor pronounces life extinct. 

This applies to any method of 

manual resuscitation, 

In the case of rescué breathing 
for young children, it must be 
remembered that their lungs are 
smaller, and therefore: a smaller 
quantity of air will be required, 
While care must be taken not to 
blow “excessively into the child’s 
lungs, it is also imperative to 
check that enough air is being in. 
troduced to make the chest rise 
and fail effectively, The rescuer 
applying this form of resuscita-

How is it possible that air 
which has been used by the 
lungs of the rescuer can be any 
good to the victim? 

Although the air which the res- 
cuer exales after a normal breath 
has slightly less oxygen and more 
carbon dioxide than the air 
which he inhales, there is enough 
oxygen remaining in the air to 
keep the victim alive. Moreover 
the rescuer is breathing more 
deeply than normally, and as a re- - 
sult the air which the rescuer 
blews into the victim’s lungs is 
Nearly as good as room-air, and 
is received in a greater volume 
than he normally breathes nim- 
self. When the rescuer sees the 
victim’s chest move during re- 
suscitation, the breaths are usual- 
ly so large that the oxygenation, 
the removal or carbon dioxide 
are better than when he is con- 
cious.and breathing on his own, 

A knowledge of the simple 
principles of the above method 
or rescue breathing is a light 
weight to carry to the beach 
with you this summer. Many 
yeople have made it their busi- 
ness to learn mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation—Red Cross instruc- 
tors will have trained 6,480 people 
in this method by the end of 
next month,
